CROOKEDNESS, OR A PLOT? 


EXPERTS ATTACK NEW YORE 
‘STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 


Officers of the Metropolitan Deny the 
Charge Made by Accountants m- 
ployed by Unnamed Shareholders— 
Statement Made That Reported 
Surplus of More than $5,000,000 Was 
Really a Deficit of $18,074,338 and 
Millions Claimed Not Possessed. 


New York. March 11.—[Special.]—The offi- 
cials ot the Metropolitan Street railway com- 
pany, which practically controls all of the 
surface lines in Manhattan, today issued 
long denials of 4 published attack on the 
This at- 


ants in the employ of unnamed stockholders. 
These experts claim: 

“That on June 80, 1901, the company 
claimed a surplus of more than $5,000,000, 
whereas, on that date there really was a 
deficit of $18,974,838. 

“That in making its report it deliberately 
omitted HMabilities aggregating $20,000,000. 

“That it laid claim to millions of dolare 


of assets it did not possess. 
“That none of its recent reports correctly 
described ites real condition.” 


Identity of the Experts. 

These allegations were made by John C. 
Hertle, ex-commissioner of accounts of this 
city, and Max Teichman of Baltimore, pres- 
ident of the state board of examiners of pub- 
lic accounts of Maryland. Neither will make 
any statement other than that published in 
official form. In their official statement, 
however, the experts are explicit in stating 
that the books of the company ought to be 
examined in order to obtain an accurate 
understanding of its finances. Both experts 
admitted they had not had access to the 
books of the district attorney, who is investi- 
gating the matter in several! directions. 


Charges Quickly Denied. 

In reply to the published attack of the 
experts employed by the unnamed stock- 
holders there were issued from the office of 
the Metropolitan Securities company today 
three typewritten documents. President 
Vreeland’s statement came first. Then came 
a copy of the letter previously sent to warn 
the morning newspapers against publishing 
any attack on the company. Then followed 
an announcement thatthe company, having 
heard the charges and the rival experts’ re- 
ports, had caused its own specially employed 
expert, Stephen Little, to examine its ac- 
counts, with the result that he found the 
attacking reports were entirely false. 

“The charges published this morning,” 
said President Vreeland’s statement. were 
absolutely false from beginning to end. The 
figures shown in these reports were unscru- 
pulously distorted and perverted for dishon- 
est purposes and in the interest of an or- 
ganized bear raid on the securities of our 
company. Moreover, an attempt was made 
by certain persons to extort money from us 
as consideration * the withdrawal of at- 
tacks. 

“The principal author of the charges,” 
continued the statement, “is a men named 
Nl N. Amory, who was secretary of the 
Third enue railroad company when it went 
into 

N District Attorney at Work. 

It was stated in the published attack that 
the district attorney was making a thorough 
investigation. This was admitted at the dis- 
trict attorney’s office and by Delancey Nicoll, 
counse] for the company. Edward B. Whit- 
ney has been named as counsel by those who 
started the investigation. This is all Whit- 
ney would say: 

“The state: railroad commissioners have 
shown a singular inability to get proper re- 
ports out of the Metropolitan company.” 

Eugene A. Philbin, ex-district attorney, also 
has been engaged by some one to investigate 
the finances of the company, but refuses to 
tell who hisclientsare. ‘‘ lam not appearing 
for anybody,” he said in answer to a ques- 
tion. 1 am simply making an investiga- 
tion.” 

According to the published charges, the 
two accountants, Hertle and Teichman, 
had examined the affairs of the company 
since 18083, and their principal accusations, 
furnished to the district attorney, were that 
it paid dividends wrongfully, 


Company’s Stock Goes Up. 

As an indication of the negative effect of 
the published attack, Metropolitan stock to- 
day went up instead of down, closing at a net 
advance of 1%. Commenting on the affair, 
the Evening Post editorially says: 

Whatever else may be said about the 
charges of grave irregularities in the dc- 
counts of the Metropolitan company, all must 
agree that they should be thoroughly investi- 
gated. The officials and stockholders of the 
company should be the first to demand that 
the matter be probed to the bottom. It will 
not do to wave the affair aside as a mere 
journalistic sensation or a bit of stock gob- 
bing. We are in position to say that there 
is more in the case than that. It is the ob- 
vious duty of the Metropolitan company to 
challenge the fullest inquiry, to produce its 
books and documents without reserve at the 
district attorney’s demand, and to cpnduct 
itself as a corporation should that has such 
large relations both to the public service and 
public finance.”

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CUBA RATIFIES.

Senate at Havana by Vote ot 
16 to 5 Accepts Reciproc- 


ity Agreement with 
United States. 


CHEERS FOR THE RESULT. 


Fifteen Republicans and One 
Nationalist Cast Their Bal- 
lots in Favor of 

the Compact. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, March 11.—The Cuban senate 
today ratified the reciprocity treaty with the 
United States by a vote of 16 to 5. The an- 
nouncement of the result was received with 
loud and prolonged cheering. 

The treaty was thus ratified by exactly two- 
thirds of the vote of the senate. Fifteen 
republican conservatives, or administration 
senators, and one nationalist voted in favor 
of the treaty and five nationalists against it. 
There were three absentees, all of whom, it 
is believed, favored the treaty. The ratifica- 
tion required only a majority vote, po that 
there were three votes to spare. 

Sefior Zayas, the only nationalist who voted 


kor ratification, explaining his vote, said it 


was his desire to amend the treaty with ref- 
erence to the exchange of similar commnod- 
ities produced in both countries, but he had 
no intention of opposing the treaty itself. 
Sefior Sanguilly, the leader of the opposi- 
tion, explained that his opposition was de- 
signed chiefly to draw out whatever could 


be advanced in support of the treaty, and that 


the arguments of Senator Bustemente, as put 
forward in the senate yesterday, convinced 
him that the country would be more prosper- 
ous. with reciprocity than without it, but 
nevertheless his attitude of opposition and 
disapproval of the acts of the executive de- 
partment of the government forbade him 
voting yes. 
Final Plea for the Treaty. 

The final argument in favor of the treaty 
was made by Sefior Bustamento, who made 
the point. that France, Germany, England, 
and other European countries had protested 
to the Amefican government against the 
treaty. Their object, he said, was supposed 
to be to protect their Cuban trade, but if 
they had protested their real reason more 
likely would be to preserve the American 


market for their sugars, and in the case 


of England to protect her carrying trade, be- 
cause the diversion of the carrying trade in 
beet sugar across the Atlantic would mean 
a loss to the British shipowners. The Cuban 
sugar would not be carried to the United 
States in British, but in American vessels. 


Trade, 
ee he said, was especially impor- 
tant to the köbacco trade. The redugtlon of 
20 per cent in the present American tariff 
would enable Cuba to ship a much inferior 
tobacco to the United States, which cannot 
be done at present owing to the high duties. 

Sefior Bustamento then examined the fig- 
ures relating to incumbrances on property 
in the island. These showed that rural prop- 
erty is incumbered to the extent of 72 per 
cent and urban property to the extent of 88 
per cent. Moreover, Cuba had no savings 
of importance. It was shown that Euro- 
pean bonds to value of only $30,000,000 
and American bonds to the value of $12,000,- 
000 were held by Cubans. All this, he said, 
showed Cuba’s dependence, which would be 
changed if the treaty went into effect, as 
confidence Would be restored and the island's 
commercial condition settled. If the treaty 
be not adopted the condition of uncertainty 
would continue, 

Sefior Bustamento declared that in his ca- 
pacity as a lawyer he often had seen wills in 
which foreign bonds bearing only 3 per cent 
interest were held by Cubans, who explained 
that they did not have the confidence to jus- 
‘tify them in investing in Cuban securities, 


Effect of the Treaty. 

The treaty would give Cuba the respect of 
nations. Imports of articles of luxury from 
Europe would increase with the prosperity 
of the country and the population also would 
increase. Immigrants, he said, do not come 
to a poor country. There need be no fear 
that as a result the Cubans would be numer- 
jeally overwhelmed, as the people had great 
power of assimilation, which ‘had been 
abundantly shown in the past.

Delay on Naval Stations. 

According to the views of many senators, 
the approaching adjournment of the congres- 
sional session renders it improbable that the 
naval stations agreement will be ratified be- 
fore the beginning of the new session in April. 

The senators infer that the United States is 
in no hurry to occupy the naval stations in 
the Caribbean sea since the Venezuelan 
troubles have quieted down. The foreign re- 
latlons committee, to which the agreement 
was referred, has not yet considered it.

WOMAN WHO FIGURES IN LONDON | 
DIVORCE A MINNESOTA GIRL. 


Now Declared That Jennic Humble, 
Daughter of a Widow at Pipestone, 
Minn., Married James Close, an 
Englishman, Eighteen Years Ago— 
He Was Killed at Sioux City and She 
Married Eric Gordon in London, Af- 
terwards Divorced with Scandal. 


Sioux City, Ia., March 11.—[{Special.}— 
Lady Granville Gordon, who today kidnaped 
her child after a London court had awarded 
its custody to Eric Gordon, was once a poor 
Minnesota girl, who fifteen years ago had no 
dreams but to live out her lite in the little 
town of Pipestone, Minn. She was the 
daughter of a widow named Humble Bight- 
een years ago Fred, William, and James 
Close, wealthy Englishmen connected with 
prominent English financial houses, came to 
America and invested in land in Iowa and 
Minnesota, They lived at Pipestone, Minn., 
where they met Mrs. Humble and her thred 
daughters. Fred and James Close married 
two of the girls and the third was wedded 
by 8. H. Graves, their business partner. 


_ ‘Widowed at Sioux City. 

James Close was then about 20 years old, 
They came to Sioux City and lived here for 
some time. In 1889 James Close was hurled 
from his horse in a polo game. 

Mrs. James Close, after her husband's 
death, accompanied her sister to England 
There she married Eric Gordon, but her con- 
duct led her to be divorced by her husband 
and to be stricken from the court list by 
Queen Alexandra. 

The former widow Close then married 

rd Granville Gordon, her previous hus- 

d's cousin. Eric Gordon brought sult to 
secure possession of his child, and in defense 
Lady Granville Gordon asserted in open 
court that the child was Lord Granville Gor- 
don’s. She asserted that Eric Gordon knew 
and consented to the arrangement. The 
court decided against her, and her presenta- 
tion at court was canceled. 


Concealed American Origin. 

This is the story of Lady Granville Gordon. 
It may be reconciled with the English ac- 
counts of her family by the fact that the 
Humbles had emigrated to this country. 
Naturally enough Lady Gordon concealed 
her American birth and experiences. While 
the Humble family is not so well known here 
as the Close brothers, it is understood that 
the Humbles had enjoyed better fortune be- 
fore coming to this country, There are a 
number of persons in Sioux City who are 
well acquainted with Lady Gordon and who 
bave followed her history ever sineé she left 
Sioux City. 

The Close brothers attracted a large colony 
of wealthy Englishmen to the United States, 
who followed them and settled in this imme- 
diate vicinity. 

Lady Granville Steals Child.

TWO PRISONERS AND GUARD > 
ESCAPE FROM THE FORT. 


Private E. V. Neville Marches Charges 
Away and Is Supposed to Be Acting 
on Orders—Search Without Result. 


Shouldering his rifle, and driving two 
prisoners before him, Private E. V. Neville 
yesterday marched away from the military 
reservation at F. Sheridan, and details of 
soldiers spent the night searching for him. 
The escape was witnessed by a number of 
soldiers and prisoners, who did not know at 
the time that Neville was not taking his 
charges to work under orders. 

The men had been gone from the fort nearly 
two hours, when, at roll call in the evening. 
the desertion and escape was discovered. 
The escaped prisoners are C. O. Atherton and 
J. L. Compton, both serving sentences for 
desertion. Atherton's term expires in Feb- 
ruary, 1904, and that of Compton next De- 
cember. Neville was a new recruit, and was 
assigned to company A, Twentieth regi- 
ment. 

The officers at the fort believe that the 
young recruit, having become weary of the 
life of a soldier, lent a ready ear to the plans 
of his prisoners, coupled perhaps with 
promises of reward. He had received his 
pay on Tuesday, and the trio are supposed 
to have a sufficient amount of money to keep 
them for some time. 

As soon as the escape was discovered de- 
tails of soldiers were sent out to scour the 
surrounding country. Late at night no trace 
of the deserters had been found.

Lord Charles Beresford Succeeded in

LONDON, March 11.—Lord Charles Beres- 
ford will be succeeded in the house of com- 
mons.

Mrs. Arthur Pennell Dies as 
Result of Disaster Which 

Canused the Death of 

Her Husband. 


KNOWN TO BE ACCIDENT. 


Automobile Brakes Were Set 
Tight, Reverse Motion Ap- 
plied, and the Power 

Was Shut Off 


were the death of Mrs. Arthur R. Penne 
from injuries received in the automobile ac 
cident last evening, in which her hushand 
was instantly killed, and the discovery by the 
police that the death of Mr. Pennell was un 
questionably the result of an accident. 

Mrs. Pennell died at the hospital at 
o'clock this evening, without regaining 
sciousness from the injuries she received 
in the frightful plunge of her husband's at 
tomobije from the street to the jagged rocks 
at the bottom of the old stone quarry, thirty 
feet below. 

Tragedy Clearly an Accident. 

Early today some persons expressed the 
belief that Pennell drove the motor into the 
quarry with the deliberate purpose of killing 
himself and his wife. This theory is now 
known to be unfounded. | 

It was definitely established today that the 
brakes on Pennell's automobile were firmly 
set when the plunge to death occurred, Two 
were cut into the earth between 


groove 
the e and the cliff, showing that the 
brake Was locked and the wheels, instead of 


revolving, had plowed their way through the 
mud. 

Mr. A. Babcock, who sold the automobile 
to Pennell, was present this afternoon when 
an investigation was made of the wrecked 
machine. The examination showed that the 


‘brake was set tight; that the lever was on 


the reverse motion; and that the power had 
been shut off. 

This would indicate unmistakably that 
Mr. Pennell had put on the brake and had 
triéd to sAve himaelf from plunging into the 
quarry,” said Mr. Babcock..*‘ The unter 
tunate man undoubtediy umme to his death 
through a terrible a nt.“ 

Penneil put eie brake of the autome 
bile in the effort to stop the fatal plunge ints 
the Gehres quarry last night,“ said Medical 
Examiner Danser. 

Pennell’ Not Aeused.

said it was hard to have to bear up under 
such a load of suspicion. He did not know. 
now he could endure it. He referred to the 
newspaper innuendoes. It seemed as if his 
nerve was giving way under the strajn. 
We believe that that is how theaccident bape 
pened. He was so unnerved with griefat his 
unhappy position that his hand was not true 
and steady. 

3 Loyal to Her Husband. 

“vrs. Pennell, my sister, wrote a letter 
assuring us of her loyalty to her husband, 
She said she knew the was true, and she de- 
lieved him implicitly. Sister also told us 
that Mra. Burdick had come to Mr. Pennell 
to ask him about advising her in the divoree, 
proceedings. Mrs. Burdick trusted him ag a 
legal adviser. Ps cag told me that Mr. Bur- 
dick and Mr. nnell had not been friends 
for some time because of a little dispute they 
had had about some golf game or gold in- 


terests,”* 


A nigh police official, who desired that his 
name be withheld, stated tonight that the 
police did not accuse Pennell of the Burdick 
crime, and do not believe he committed it. 

“So far as the Burdick murder is con- 
cerned it is still a complete mystery to ws, 
We have not a single definite clew to work 
on. Every theory has been followed to @ 
logical end, and we have learned nothing, 
The mystery from present appearances may 
never be solved. The best men from New 
York have spent time and money in working 
on the case. They have found nothing. We 
are stalled. That is the exact situation.” 

Physicians Labor in Vain. 

The physicians at the Sisters of Charity 
hospital worked for hours today over the 
unconscious form of Mrs. Pennell. A faint 
twitching of the eyelids or a murmur of 
pain were the only signs of returning con- 
sciousness perceptible during the twenty- 
four hours the injured woman was in the 
bospital ward. Towards evening a rising 
temperature and a quickening pulse warned 
the surgeons that the end was near, and 
word was sent to her brother, who arrived’ 
from New York this afternoon. Before he. 
arrived at the hospital Mrs. Pennell’s pulas 
ceased to beat. Except for a few incoherent 
words uttered when she was first taken te 
the hospital Mrs. Pennell's lips did not move, 

The body of Mr. Pennell was removed from, 
the morgue to an undertaking establishment 
today and prepared for burial. It was decided 
that the remains of both Mr. and Mrs. Pennell 
would be taken to Mr. Pennell’ s former home 
in Brunswick, Me., for burial. 
 Pennell’s Will Found. 

At 8 o’clock J. Fred Pennell, Mr. Lamb, 
and Themas Penney, attorney 
and a former partner of Mr. Pennell, went 
to the Austin building and searched the desk 
of the dead man. A policeman who has bee 
on guard, ever since the fatal acgident o. 
curred stood by while the search was being 
made. A number of important documents 
were found, including a will of recent date. 


It is not known when the will was drawn 


up, but it is to have been within the last 
years. What the provisions of the will 


wers is not known, as none of the three men 


who saw it would discuss the matter.

BIG CUT IN FREIGHT RATES 
‘ORDERED BY STATE BOARD. 


Reduction of One-Fourth for Hauls Up 
to 150 Miles—For Longer Distances 
Iowa and Indiana Figures. 


A reduction of 25 per cent in the short haul 
shipping rates of all railroads in Illinois was 
ordered yesterday by ‘the board of railroad 
and warehouse commissioners. 

The action was the result of a fight carried 
on by the Shippers’ and Business Men’s as- 
sociations and boards of trade for a rate to 

correspond with thore in Indiana, Towa, and 
‘Ohio. 

The present rates will be reduced 25 per 
cent for distances up to 150 miles, and the 
rates for greater. distances will be changed 
to meet those of rpads in the other states. 

The work of arranging the rates will prove 
a difficult one for employés of the commis- 
sion, owing to the large number of roads af- 
fected. Together with the reduction in rates 
will be a revision of the classification, as 
several articles now appear under two heads. 
In such cases the lower rate is to be used. 

The fight for lower ratet was carried on 
chiefly by the merchants of Springfield, De- 
catur, and Bloomington. The hearing was 
held by the commission two months ago. 
Witnesses representing all the principal 
roads of the state were called, and a com- 
parison with the rates of adjoining states 
was made. ‘The railroads generally opposed 


any reduction.

The manager, Miss 


ee aoe Editor Mrs. Estelle J. Norton and 


SHOT FIGHTING A ROBBER, | 


VICTIM’S WIFE GRAPPLES WITH 
THIEF AND IS BEATEN. 


Couple Battle with Two Men to Protect 
Their Property, but Are Overcome 


and See Their $200 Savings Carried 


Away—Husband Falls with Bullet 
Wound in Chest and the Woman Is 
‘Clabbed with Revolver — Gang of 
Burglars Raids Sheridan Park. 


Forcing in the door of his house, which 
had been “bolted on the inside by two bur- 


glars, Salvatore Rispio etrugglied with the 


intruders yesterday afternoon until shot in 
the chest by one of the men. 
As the wounded man fell, Rosa Rispio, his 
wife, grappled with one of the thieves who 
was escaping through a window, and not 
until she had been beaten about the head 
with a revolver and two shots had been fired 
at her would she release her grasp. 


‘The struggle occurred in the living rooms 


of Rispio in the rear of 217 West Taylor 
street. Mrs. Rispio returned from a neigh- 
bor’s house at 4 p. m. and found the door 
bolted. Looking through a window she saw 
men moving about on the inside. She sum- 
moned her husband from his shop in the 
front of the building, and he broke the door 
from its hinges. 

Rispio seized one of the men, although 
threatened with a knife. and began the strug- 
gle which ended in the serious injury of 
himself and wife. They were taken to the 
county hospital, where it was said tne wound 
of Rispio will not prove fatal. Mrs. Rispio 
was badly bruised about the head, but was 
able to return home. 

An investigation showed that $200, se- 
creted by the couple, and several articles of 
jewelry had been stolen. A good descrip- 
tion of the thieves was secured and the police 
declare they. will be arrested today.

Let one of the planks of this platform be 
‘deliver us from the strenuous life,’”’ he 
continued. There is too much doing. Let 
the democrats make themselves immortally 
famous today by adding to the leisure plank 
the plank for eternal harmony.“ 

Cheering by delegations, mimicking great 
national leaders, and promoting stampedes 
in the convention, the university students 
spent a large part of the afternoon and five 
hours last night in burlesquing a great dem- 
ocratic national convention. 

For wild enthusiasm, mock heroes, and 
takeoffs on the forms and customs of party 
leaders in presidential conventions the gath- 
ering yesterday was said to be one of the 
most novel features of education ever seen 
at the university.

Will Be Announced at 
9 O’clock Tonight. 


NEW YORKERS OWN CLUB. 


Location of the Gotham Baseball 
Grounds Is Still Shrouded 


in Mystery. 


New York, March 11,—[Special.]—After an 
all da session at the Fifth Avenue hotel, the 
American league magnates adjourned to- 
night until 7 o’clock tomorrow night. Inci- 
dentally, they completed ali the remaining 
details of the big baseball deal which has 
been hanging fire for months, and Presi- 
dent Johnson made the positive announce- 
ment that he would make public <'verything 
at 9 o’clock tomorrow night. 

“I know I made many in regard 
to this matter.“ said Mr. Johnson tonight, 
“‘ which I have been compelled through force 
of circumstances to break, but this time there 
will be no slip, as we have cleaned up the deal 
completely. 

“I shall make the long looked for an- 
nouncement at 9 o'clock tomorrow night, 
when I will make public the location of the 
grounds, the name of the president of the 
new club, and possibly those of the stock- 
holders. In other words, I will make good 
all I have promised the baseball public of 
New York. : 
do not care to say tonight whether we 
have located on Manhattan island or in the 
Bronx, but that will be public property to- 
\morrow night. I will eay, howe'ver, that the 
new club will be owned entirely by New 
York men. The American league will not 
hold a dollar’e worth of stock, and I am glad. 
because there might be the cry of syndicate 
ball. The new club will be incorporated 
under the laws of the state of New York, and 
when that has been done officers will be 
elected forthwith. The club will be capital- 
ized for not more than $100,000, and there 
will be a raft of stockholders. One man owns 
the grounds and will de heavily interested. 
The new club assumes everything and has 
already posted a large forfeit with the Amer- 
ican league in return for the franchise and 
as a ‘guaranty of good faith. As soon as it 
has been incorporated the president will sign 
the ten years’ agreement, which binds the 
American league clubs together, and which 
has eight years to run. This has been the 
most difficult proposition to handle, because 
of the many angles to be met, but we have 
been patient and feel that we have accom- 
Plished a gigantic undertaking. 

As far as political influence is concerned, 
I may say it has not interfered with us at all. 
We have received fair treatment at the hands 
of those with whom we have been dealing, 
and wish to thank the New York public for 
‘its long indulgence.“

WANT PROF. HOLLIS REMOVED. 


Graduates Say 7 Harvard Man Should 
Be Chairman of Athletic Committee 
—Reply to Attack on Football. 


Cambridge. Mass. March 11.—[Spectal. ]— 
The Harvard Bulletin, a weekly Journal for 
Harvard graduates, adds its protest to the 
abolition of the Harvard-Yale game in its 
issue this afternoon. 

In connection with an editorial is an earn- 
est plea from Harvard graduates. in New 
York, exhorting the students to have a Har- 
vard man as chairman of the athletic com- 
mittee. The New Yorkers believe that with 
such a head many of the difficulties would be 
overcome. Prof. Hollis is not a graduate of 
Harvard, but was identified with the Naval 
academy before coming to Cambridge. The 
editorial says: 

It is almost certain the partial disclosure of what 
the faculty has been doing was made at this time 
because of the publication of Prof. Hollis’ paper. 
It is not merely an assumption to believe that the 
8 vote of the faculty was allowed to leak out for the 
sake of giving the students the information that 
Prof. Hollis is not the only member of the faculty 
who believes some radical change must be made 
= game of football if it is to continue at Har- 


Criticism of Prof. Hollis’ article can fairly be 
made. He finds fault because the new close forma- 
tions have taken away the general interest in the 
sport. We now see 30,000 spectators at a Harvard- 
Yale game. Would he have that number increased 
to 100,000? We have supposed one of the chief 
criticisms was that it already caused too much 
public interest and unreasonably stirred up the 
students. 

He intimates that it is hardly good sportsman- 
ship in football to send your attack repeatedly 
against one man in the opposing team—that is. 
that one eleven should make the most of the weak- 
ness of its opponent, Such a position ts absurd. 
Because a Yale pitcher is weak, shall we instruct 
our baseball players not to hit the ball? If the 
Pennsylvania catcher cannot throw, ought our 
players be told that they must not try to steal sec- 
ond? It is just as unreasonable to suggest that 
it is mat strategy, common sense, chivalry, or 
good sportsmanship to search out the weak spot 
of the opposing rush line and direct your attack 
at it. 

Even the most enthusiastic supporters and ad- 
mirers of the game must concede that there is 
something wrong in the conditions that now 
exist. The roughness of the game and the injuries 
to players should t be lightly dismissed. The 
publicity forced upon and willingly accepted by 
the players, the excitement not only in college but 
among t e graduates * those who have no in- 
terest in ‘Harvard—ai show how abnormal the 
game of football has me. It must be changed 
if it is to endure.

These 
trials are open to all high schools and 
academies in the west. Last year South 
Division high school was the winner of the 
western championship and came home from 
the east champions of the United States. 

Among the high schools out of Chicago 
which are.expected to bring strong teams are 
Marquette high schoo! of Wisconsin, Minne- 
apolia high school of Minnesota, Grinnell 

gh school of Iowa, Rockford high school of 
Illinois, Culver Military academy of Indiana, 
Morgan Park, Lake Forest, and North- 
western academies, one Lewis Institute of 
lilinois.

HIGHEST WATERS 
IN YEARS SURE. 
Mississippi Still Climbing, but 


Officials ‘Claim Levees 
Will Not Break. 


WEAK PLACES GUARDED. 


Flood Situation Generally Im- 
proved; Rains, However, Are 
Likely to Add to Damage. 


New Orleans. La., March 11.—It is gener- 


ally admitted by the government, state, and 


city authorities that the Mississippi river in 
all probability will break all records before 
the present flood begins to recede. The 
gauge here tonight shows 18.5 feet, a rise of 
one foot in the last twelve hours. This stage 
is just one foot below the high water record, 
and every precaution is being taken to pre- 
vent serious damage and to prepare for emer- 
gencies, , 

All the levee lines are being inspected thor- 
oughly and large forces of men are at work 
day and night to strengthen weak places and 
guard tHe banks by night and day. 

Though all authorities admit that a record 
stage is probable, they maintain that the 
levee system is higher and stronger than ever 
before and that the banks are prepared to 
withstand the extra strain. 


Strengthening the Levee. 

Vicksburg, Miss., March 11.—At a confer- 
er.ce of levee engineers and freight officials 
of the valley roads in this city today the 
levee men urged the rallroad men to give a 
big shipment of satks and other materials 
the right of way from New Orleans. 

This material is badly needed for strength- 
ening weak places in the embankments along 
the Louisiana side in the parishes of Con- 
cordia, Tensas, and East Carroll. E. C. Tol- 
Unger, assistant general engineer of the 
\azoo (Miss.) board says that all the levees 


| are holding splendidly, the steady rains of 


the last few days being the most serious 
cause of alarm. 

The rains have greatly weakened new 
work. However, he is confident all danger 
points can be held. Two United States snag 
boats, the Arthur Hider of the state levee 
board and the Col. Potter, havegbeen placed 
at the disposal of the levee officials for patrol 
duty. The water is rising steadily here at 
the rate of nearly half a foot in twenty-four 
hours, the gauge tonight registering 47.7. 


' More Convicts Put to Work. 


Jackson, Miss., March 11.—The board of 
control today ordered all available convicts 
to be placed at the disposal of the Yazoo 
(Miss.) levee board. The levees are Still 
three feet above the water, but the danger is 
great, as large volumes of water are ex- 
pected on Saturday. Pearl river continues 
to rise and has spread over the sections ad- 
jacent to Jackson. 


Railroad Line Endangered. 

Natchez, Miss., March 11.—A report reached 
here today that the Texas Pacific railroad 
embankment at Bougre, in lower Concordia 
parish, about thifty-five miles south of 
Vidalia, had broken, but Sheriff Gillespie of 
that parish could not verify the report. 

This embankment is fifteen feet high; or 
three feet higher than the high water mark 
stage of 1897, and is a new levee. Its average 
base is 100 feet through. 

Officers on the mail steamer Betsy Ann are 
authority for the statement that frame 
buildings in the lowlands have been washed 
away. Residences have been torn from their 
foundations and some have been caught and 
held by the trees. The owners and occupants 
were glad to escape with their Hves. Deer, 
bears, and other animals have been driven to 
highlands and are being slaughtered in large 
numbers. 

The weather is threatening. The river 
gauge is 46.8, being 2.5 above the danger 
line, and rising. Every mile of levee on both 
sides of the river is being patrolled and 
closely guarded. The prospect for making 
an early crop this year has been effectually 
killed. | 

Whole Town Is Imperiled. 

Caruthersville, Mo., March 11.—The old 
levee, the greatest danger point along the 
Mississippi, a mile and a quarter south of 
here, is caving, with the river showing a 
rise of four inches, and rain falling heavily. 
The situation is grave. Government engi- 
neers regard it as the most critical flood point 
along the river. Four hundred men under 
Engineer Kilpatrick are building a new levee. 
Landing places along the river are sub- 
merged, many towns are entirely surrounded, 
and the river, which continues to rise, has 
backed up for miles. The levees alone are

Much Wheat Is Ruined. 

Paducah, Ky., March 11.—The gauge to- 
night is 45.7 and rising. The rise is backing 
water up into the sanitary sewerage, and in 
a few days it will be useless. Many thou- 
sands of acres of wheat are reported ruined 
from the flood in this section. Tie men have 
every available boat out to save the thou- 
sands of ties up the Tennessee and Cumber- 
land rivers. It is estimated that 175,000 ties 
are in danger and they cannot be loaded, as 
she negroes refuse to work because they have 
to wade in water to handle them. It is not 


' believed that there will be less than a forty- 


eight foot stage here. 


Another Rise for Ohio. . 
Cincinnati, O., March 11.—The river here 


stands at 40.4 feet, having been stationary 


since noon. .Weather Forecaster Bassler to- 
night stated that it would begin rising slowly 
early tomorrow morning, and pass the danger 
line of 50 feet about noon tomorrow, but 
that a stage of over 52 feet would not be 
reached on the present rise. The situation 
here is not alarming, and unless more rain 
falls in the upper Ohio valley all danger of 
a serious flood is over for the present at 


least. 
Farmers Lose Thousands. 


Evansville, Ind., March 11.—The river has 
been stationary here nearly all day and at 6 
o'clock tonight is 42.3 feet. It probably will 
be falling by Friday morning, but another 
rise is looked for. The side streams of the 
Ohio river are still rising slowly and are ex- 
pected to keep coming up for several days. 
The Little Wabash and Pond rivers are the 
highest in many years. Farmers between 
here and Cairo will lose thousands of dollars 
by the flood. Their houses, fences, and barns 
have been swept away. 


Nebraska Waters Receding. 
Lincoln, Neb., March 11.—The flood situa- 


tion in Nebraska is improved tonight and 


the worst is believed to be over. For fifteen 
years railroads have suffered no such dam- 
age as during the last four days, and it will 
require a week with favorable weather to 
put the roadbeds in as good condition as 


before the flood. The ice gorge at Platts- 


mouth has gone out, leaving the two Bur- 
lington bridges intact, but the Rock Island 
is still without a bridge across the Platte 
between here and Omaha. 


New York Factories Closed. 


Fonda, N. I., March 11.—Heavy rains have 
caused the Mohawk river to overflow and 
flood portions of the valley. Much damage 
to property is reported. Homes have been 
flooded and families compelled to seek places 
of safety. Many factories have been com- 
pelled to shut down. The Central and West 
Shore railroads are suffering from land- 
slides. Hundreds of persons employed in 
shops in the various towns of the valley have 
been thrown out of employment.

SAMUEL KNIGHT DOW is DEAD. 
For Years Prominent Lawyer in Chicago 


and at One Time Partner of Chief 


Justice Melville W. Fuller. 
— — 


Samuel Knight Dow, at one time a promi- | 


nent lawyer in this city, died yesterday 
morning at the residence of his son-in-law, 
Orrin L. Evans, 30 Groveland Park. He 
had been an invalid for several years. 

Mr. Dow was born in Hollis, Me., on June 
25, 1828, He was educated in the common 
schools of Maine. In 1850 he began the study 
of law and shortly thereafter entered the 
law school of Harvard university, from 
which he was graduated in 1854. He was 
admitted to the Suffolk bar, Boston, on mo- 
jon of Rufus Choate. The same year he 
moved to Chicago and commenced the active 
practice of law. 

During 1855 Melville W. Fuller, now chief 
justice of the United tes Supreme court,

a friend of Mr. Dow's, came to Chicago and 
accepted a clerkship in Mr. Dow's office, 
and the following year was admitted to part- 


nership. | 

Mr. Dow was one of the founders of the 
republican party and aided the movement 
looking to Abraham Lincoln’s first nomina- 
tion. In 1872 he was elected to the state sen- 
ate, but he declined a re@lection. He re- 
fused a nomination for congress and for the 
lieutenant governorship of Illincis. He was 
president of the Chicago Driving park dur- 
ing the four years of its greatest prominence, 
amd was twice chosen as first vice president 
of the National Trotting association. 

Mr. Dow was married in 1855 to Frances 
E. Hill of Biddeford, Me,, who survives him. 
Five children also survive—Frederick W. 
Dow, Mrs. Orrin L. Evans, Mrs. G. R. 
Walker, Mrs. F. E. Johnson, and Mrs. Dr. 
D. W. Wilkins.

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HIGHER WAGES AND LESS BUILDING. 

The carpenters and the contractors have 
concluded a working agreement which is to 
hold good for two years. One of its provi- 
gions is an increase of 40 cents a day in 
wages. It is said that this will give the car- 
penters who are parties to the agreement 
over $700,000 a year more than they are 
getting now. 

The estimate is based on the assumption 
that there will be as many working days 
for carpenters this year and next as there 
were last year. Quite possibly there would 
be if the increased wages of the carpenters 
were the only addition to the cost of build- 
ing. There are other additions. The men 
belonging to other trades have asked for and 


ba ve been given higher wages. They have 


argued that living expenses are greater and 


that they must have more money to maintain 


the customary standard of life. Building 
materials are high priced and sometimes 
hard to get. 

It costs so much more to build than it 
did a few years ago that many who would 
like to improve their property have decided 
to wait. They are not confident of their 
ability to get rentals which will make good 
to them the heavier investment they will 
Have to make if they build now. If the total 
amount of money spent for building pur- 
poses this year does not exceed the amount 
expended last year the wage workers, as a 
whole, will get no more money, although 
they will be in receipt of better wages. The 
man who can get steady employment will 
be a gainer, but many men will earn less 
money, because there will be less work to be 
done. There will not be jobs enough to go 
around. 4 

The carpenters will be better able to tell 
at the end of the year than they are now 
whether the higher wage scale they have 
secured will add materially to their yearly 
earnings. It depends upon the amount of 


 gapital which is to be put into new buildings. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 
Senator Powers has introduced a bill pro- 


' viding that when a street shall have been 


paved by special assessment on the abut- 
ting property all repairs and replacements 
shall be done by the municipality and paid 
for by general taxation. The theory of the 
bill is correct. When a street is paved for 
the first time the abutting property should 
bear the cost. The value of the property is 
so enhanced that its owners ought to pay, 
and are able to pay for the work. When 
the pavement is worn out through its use 
by the general public rather than by the 
owners of the abutting property, they should 
not be called on to replace it. The second 
pavement adds nothing to the value of the 
property. It merely prevents the shrinkage 
of value which will take place if the street is 
not repaved. 

There is one imperative requirement. The 
first pavement must be so well laid that, 
with comparatively slight outlay for main- 
tenance, it can be kept in good condition for 
a long term of years. No really permanent 
pavements have been laid in Chicago yet. 


Most property owners have felt unable to 


bear the cost. As no attention has been paid 
to permanency some streets have been paved 
three or four times. It must be admitted 


that there have been no inducements for 


property owners to make desirable improve- 


ments. They have seen one new pavement’ 


after another cut into and its life shortened 
jn order to lay any number of pipes. There 
must be no more of that business if durable 
pavements are desired. 

Another point has to be considered. The 
city cannot keep pavements in repair until 
it shall have what it has not now—the money 
with which to do it. The fatal lack of reve- 
hue confronts one everywhere. When prop- 
erty owners are ready to build lasting pave- 
ments which the city will not allow to be 
torn up, and when it has the money with 
which to maintain them, Senator Powers’ 
bill should become law. 


RIGHTS OF PEDESTRIANS. 

rue United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the eighth circuit says in a recent 
decision that a motorman is under the same 
obligations to avoid collisions and injuring 
persons as such persons are to exercise 
care not to get in the way of street cars. 
Pedestrians and vehicles, it is said, have 
@ right to cross the tracks of street rail- 
ads at any point besides the regular cross- 
ings and to use the tracks for any dis- 
tance as a matter of safety or convenience 
where they do not unnecessarily interfere 
with or obstruct the progress of cars. The 
court holds that a motorman has no right 
to act on the assumption that he is entitled 
to a clear track at all times and that pedes- 
trians or vehicles are bound at their peril, 
no matter at what inconvenience, to get out 
of the way. 

This is not new law. The court epun- 
ciates old and well established principles, 
of which, however, the ordinary motor- 
man seems to be utterly ignorant. No 


one can have failed to notice that he usually 


acts as if he thought he had a supreme 
and uncontrolled right of way. This is 
due in part to the requiremetits of the com- 


any which employs him. There isa time 


— 


schedule which he is expected to observe 
and he sometimes has to go at headlong 
speed to live up to it. If he does not, his 
superiors will call him to account. 
Motormen are unmindful of the rights 
of vehicles and. of pedestrians. The drivers 
of vehicles are equally unmindful of the 
rights of pedestrians. They appear to im- 


agine that the maz on foot should stick to 


the sidewalks and that he hae no business 
in the street, not even at a g. The 
driver looks to the pedestrian to take all 
the precautions, and if he runs over a man 
he finde fault with him for being in the 
way. 
Perhaps if the rights of pedestrians in 
the streets were explained a little oftener 
by judges, motormen, teamsters, and auto- 
mobilists would have a better understand- 
ing of them and might respect them. As 
it is nobody cares for the man on foot. He 
is an Ishmaelite whom everybody who 


drives a conveyance of any kind thinks he 


can run down or epatter with mud with 


. THE. WATERBURY OUTRAGES. 

Over two months ago the men on the 
Waterbury (Conn.) street car lines went on 
a strike. The company tried to run its cars 
with new men, but found it a difficult mat- 
ter to do so because of the rioting which 
ensued. It was necessary at one time to call 
out the militia to keep the peace. Fifteen 
nonunion conductors and motormen have 
been so badiy beaten that they had to be 
taken to the hospital. A much larger num- 
ber have received trifling injuries. In no 
instance was an arrest made by the police, 
Their sympathies, apparently, were with the 
strikers.. The worst crime in the long list 
of crimes was committed last Sunday night, 
when three masked men tried to murder the 
conductor and motorman of a trolley car 
and succeeded in murdering the policeman’ 
who was on the car as their escort. Not 
one of the guilty parties has been arrested 
as yet.” 

The murder has had an efféct which the 
long series of outrages which preceded it 
did not have. It has awakened the business 
and professional men of Waterbury from 
their lethargy. Since the beginning of the 
year a community of about 60,000 people 
in “the land of steady habits ” has submit- 
ted to the terrorism of rioters. Citizens have 
been notified that if they rode on the street 
cars they would be boycotted. . When 
strangers who had been seen riding on the 
cars went into a store to trade the proprietor 
was told that if he did business with them 
he would be put on the blacklist. To all 
this galling tyranny merchants and shop- 
keepers have been submitting meekly. 

The murder of the policeman was the last 
straw. The merchants, business and pro- 
fessional men have revolted. They have 
offered a reward for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the murderers of the policeman and 
have subscribed money for his widow. They 
have resolved that they will ride on the 
cars in defiance of the threatened boycott, 
and will use every means in their power to 
stop that illegal practice. 

The respectable citizens of Waterbury 
having ceased to be apathetic, probably 
there will be no more lawbreaking. There 
would have been little if they had asserted 
themselves at the beginning and had de 
manded that the laws be enforced. Invari- 
ably the respectable citizens are the ones at 
fault when the disreputable citizens run the 
town for any length of time. The timidity 
of business men, or their unwillingness to 
go to a little trouble, encourages the la w- 
breakers. 


NO RACE SUICIDE IN ILLINOIS. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat challenges 
all Illinois and Missouri—it might have in- 
cluded the United States aleo—to produce 
a larger family than that of Frank Hubert, 
who Hves near Carlyle in this state. There 
are eighteen in the family and sixteen of 
them are children, the oldest being 28 years 
of age and the youngest 3. The father is 
51 years of age, the mother 50, and they 
have been married thirty years, and all 
the children have been born in the house 
where the parents now reside, There are 
twelve boys and four girls. One of the 
boys is married and he is following his fa- 
ther’s example, and has already three chil- 
dren. It is a remarkable feature of the 
record ‘of this big family that not one of 
the children ever has been sick or injured 
by accident and that the parents are in 
perfect health. 

Our St. Louis contemporary may well 
challenge Illinois and Missouri to beat this 
record. There have beem and possibly now 
are some larger families. One was dis- 
covered the other day in Pennsylvania that 
had twenty-three children, but there had 
been two wives, and, besides, the second 
wife had had twins and even triplets, where- 

in the Hubert family the sixteen chil- 
ren were born one at a time. The dis- 
covery of this family should dispel the 
gloomy predictions of race suicide so freely 
indulged in of late. Illinois is not the only 
state which is helping to make up the de- 
ficiencies of others by producing a gratify- 
ing surplus population. Undoubtedly there 
are families of tens and fifteens, and even 
twenties, scattered all over this broad land. 
Because college graduates and swell so- 
ciety are not assisting to enlarge the cen- 
sus figures it does not follow that the “ plain 
people are neglectful. 

President Roosevelt should read with 
pleasure the record of the Huberts of Car- 
lyle, III., and hold this state in higher re 
gard than ever. He might appoint Mr. Hu- 
bert to some office in Washington and trans- 
plant the whole family. there as an object 
lesson. The least he cam do is to visit Car- 
lyle when next he makes a western tour 
and congratulate Mr. Hubert and urge him 
to “ persevere in well doing.“ President 
Eliot might improve the opportunity to stir 
up a noble spirit of emulation among Har- 
vard graduates by inviting Mr. Hubert to 
engage in post-graduate extension lectur- 
ing with special reference to large fam- 
flies. 


NO MORE GRADE CROSSINGS. 

A few days ago Tue TRIBUNE called at- 
tention to the need of legislation to pre- 
vent electric imterurban roads crossing 
steam railroads at grade. A correspond- 
ent sends a copy of a resolution adopted by 
the IIlinois Society of Engineers and Sur- 
veyors at its annual meeting held a month 
and a half ago. The resolution asks the 
general assembly to— 

Give the railroad and warehouse commission 
power to enforce the elimination of crossings at 
grade, both of existing and prospective crossings 
of steam roads with steam roads, steam roads 
with electric roads, ebectriq roads with electric 
roads, and that the cost o e elimination of ex- 
isting grade crossings which the commission may 
from time to time decide to abolish should be 
equitably apportioned between the railroads, state, 
and town or city. 

It is gratifying to know that a society 
of experts, recognizing the dangers of grade 
crossings, has taken the matter in hand and 
is exerting its influence to prevent the es- 
tablishment of death traps throughout the 
state. It is not expedient, however, to give 
the railroad commission power to abolish 
existing grade crossings, so far as Chicago 


is concerned, and to apportion the cost be- 
tween the railroads and the municipality. 
The removal of grade crossings is a matter 
the city is able to attend to and is attend- 
ing to as fast as it can. It has induced the 
railroads to do a great deal of track eleva- 
tion, and the roads have paid all the bille 
—as they ought to. In eastern cities the 
roads have borne only a part of the cost. 
Here the practice is different and will con- 
tinue so. Chicago does not need the ser- 
vices. of a railroad commission to appor- 


tion expenses. |

HE keen interest which the kaiser takes

The kaiser, by the bye, has become quite 
gray of late, and that, too, quite suddenly, 
and this adds at least five years to his ap- 
pearance. Indeed, his hair has only com- 
menced to change its color since the middle 
of last December, when he was looking re- 
markably fit, and therefore his entourage 
is probably not mistaken in ascribing his 
grayness and his careworn appearance to the 
strain upon him in connection with the 
Venesuslan business. As I mentioned a few 
days ago, both the empress and his medical 
advisers are extremely anxious that he 
should take a complete rest, convinced that 
it is impossible for him to keep up his pace 
any longer without a complete breakdown. 


It is officially announced at Madrid that 
Queen Isabella will spend Easter at Seville, 
where the Alcazar palace is being prepared 
for her arrival, and she will likewise make 
a stay at Madrid on her way thither as the 
guest of the king—that grandson whom she 
has never seen. It is not true, however, to 
say, as asserted in the French press, that 
she has not visited Madrid for thirty-five 
years, that is to say, since the loss of her 
throne in 1868. She paid at ieast two visits 
to her former dominions during the reign of 
her son, the late Alfonso, to whom she 
became, however, such an involuntary source 


of political and personal embarrassment that 


he was forced to urge her to return to Paris. 
Since his death, that is to say, nearly seven- 
teen years ago, she has never set foot in 
Spain, and she has never yet seen or em- 
braced her grandson, the present king. 
The queen is a remarkable old woman, 
still amazingly popular among the Spanish 
people in spite of all her moral indiscretions 
and insane extravagances, due to the train- 
ing which she received from her infamous 
old mother. Indeed, it was largely due to 


might impair the prestige and the strength 
of the regency that conservative and liberal 
administrations alike combined to keep her 
away from Spain during the minority of the 
young king. 

The latter seems to be becoming more and 
more popular. The other day he paid a sur- 
prise visit to the Hussar barracks at the 
Pardo, paraded the regiment, and took it for 
a canter across the hills, pfyomising the offi- 
cers the first two head of deer that he shoots 
at the Pardo for their mess.

Lorillard, the divorced wife of T. Suffern 
Tailer of New York. | 

Lord Castlerosse is a man possessed of a 
sense of honor rare, unfortunately, in these 
modern days, when those curb broker ethics 
have invaded Mayfair and contaminated the 
principles of so many members of the Eng- 
lish aristocracy. For, when the great bank- 
ing house of Baring came to grief some ten 
years or so ago, Lord Castlerosse, who had 
married one of the daughters of the late Lord 
Revelstoke, and the Hon. Robert Spencer, 
whe had married the other daughter, insist- 
ed upon returning to their father-in-law, 
who was then the head of the firm, the whole 
of the marriage portion which their wives 
had received in the hope of assisting the 
committee of bankers, formed for the pur- 
pose of extricating the house from its em- 
barrassments, and in order to increase the 
available assets. 

Now that the Barings are once more re- 
established on a firm footing and float- 
ing On smooth water, carried along by the 
high tide of prosperity, it is possible that the 
firm may have found itself in a position to 
restore to these two sons-in-law of the late 
Lord Revelstoke the large marriage por- 
tions of their respective wives. But this does 
not diminish the merit of Lord Castlerosse 
and of Bobby Spencer for acting as they 
did at the time of the crash, since the credi- 
tors of the firm had no legal claim whatso- 
ever on the fortunes of their wives and 
there seemed to be little prospect at the time 
of saving anything from the shipwreck. 

— 

Lord Ca isa man of about 42, who 
sold his place in Suffolk at the time of the 
Baring collapse and now makes his home 
altogether in Ireland, where he commands 
a battalion of militia, and is county coun- 
cilor for Kerry. Although the family estatee 
have been in the possession of the Brownes 
since the reign of Queen Elizabeth, yet the 
family mansion itself, Killarney house, is 
comparatively modern, having been built 
by the present earl of Kenmare, one of its 
features being an exquisite private chapel 
for the use of the countess, who, as daugh- 
ter of Lord Charles Thynne, is an enthusias- 
tic convert to the Roman Catholic faith, 

The estates comprise the beautiful lakes 
of Killarney, one of the most picturesque 
pieces of landscape in all Ireland. The patent 
from the crown, by virtue of which the lords 
of Kenmare hold their estates, bears the date 
of 1622, and expressly stipulates that they 
include the Lakes of Killarney, with all 
the islands of or in the same, and the fish- 
eries of the said lake and the soil and the bot- 
tom thereof.“

But few people are aware that the Hon. 
J. S. Jenkins, prime minister ot South Aus- 
tralia, was born as a citizen of the United 
States, being a, native of Boston. Some 
twenty years age he landed in Australia as 
canvasser and agent for an American pub- 
lishing house. As à rule book canvassers 
cannot be described as precisely pqpular— 
that is to say, as a class. But Mr. Jenkins 
seems to have been an exception, and his 
popularity has landed him into the position 
of one of the colonial premiers of King Ed-

Says the Young Widow Who Wears

Insert an “Ad” in the Matrimonial 

Papers Saying She Is Seeking An- 


other Husband—How Grief May Be 


Shown Without Giving Offense— 


Heart to Heart Advice. 


“Young widows might just as well put a 


matrimonial advertisement in the newspa- 


pers as to wear widow’s ruche in their mourn- 
ing bonnets. 

This is the opinion of Mme. Hunt, president 
of the National Milliners’ association, of 
bereaved ones who ornament their solemn 
looking headgear with a dash of white ruche. 


She says the presence of the ruche means 


nothing more or nothing less than that the 
widow is looking around for another hus- 


band. 

The effect is coquettish,” declared Mme. 
Hunt in her address to the milliners yes- 
terday, but it is not in harmony with the 
sorrowing heart, and no milliner should be 
guilty of permitting a customer to indulge 
her vanity to this extent.’’ 

Mme. Hunt's talk was confined in a large 
measure to the proper and improper garb 
for mourners, and she made a scathing 
arraignment of the mourner who goes to the 
theater dressed in crépe and also of the vain 
young woman whose sorrow is not sufficient- 
ly deep to induce her to discard her diamonds 
and jewelry, although she draws her face into 
a sad look of depression and swathes her head 
in a mourning veil. | 


How to “Mourn by Rule.“ 


Mme. Hunt laid down a number of rules 
for mourners and the milliners catering to 
t.em. Here they are: 2 

Don't suggest a long crépe veil for any young 
matron. The heart can mourn a great deal more 
and more sincerely if the long veil is discarded. 
External signs do not always reflect the feelings 
of the heart. 

Suggest to your customers the impropriety of 


wearing long crépe veils at all times, no matter 


how near or dear the departed ones may have been. 
Give them dark hats trimmed maybe with nun’s 
veiling, but never with crépe. 

A little suggestion of crépe on the gown may be 
well, but I would leave it out altogether and see 
that the hat, the veil, and the gown are made of 
black nun's veiling. 

Widows do not like the crépe in the beginning 
and they do not like it in the end. They dread to 
discard it for fear people will think their mourn- 
ing is diminishing, so the moral is not to let them 
begin wrong. 

The proper periods for mourning were giv- 
en by Mme. Hunt as follows: 

Three months for a young girl, no matter how 
mear the departed. 


Six months for a young woman, no maiter hw 


near or dear the relatives. 
Two or three years for young widow. 


Some Heart to Heart Advice. 

Young girls who have lost their father or 
mother, brother or sister, should not think of 
wearing deep mourning, nor should they be 
permitted to do so, Mme. Hunt says. The 
mourning will only prolong the period of 
grief. The sooner they can forget, the bet- 
ter it is. Here is some more advice: 

“A young widow should wear only a short 
veil, with possibly a heavy border, and even 
the mourning of a mother should not be too 
deep. There is not so much profit in any 
kind of headgear as in the mourning mil- 
linery, but do not let this fact deter ‘you 
from teaching your customer not to go to 


extremes. Do not consult profit—consult% 


good taste. 

“Do not put a whole family in mourning. 
A plain black hat and a plain black dress are 
the extent of the mourning apparel that a 
young girl should wear. A black straw hat 
with a few black flowers or ribbons trimmed 
on it is sufficient and is always in good taste. 

“Above all, if a customer comes to you 
and you feel that she is inclined to wear her 
mourning veil to the theater, tell her to either 
wear her veil and stay away from the gay- 
eties of the playhouse or to indulge in the 
festivities and leave her moyrning garments 
at home in her clothes closet. The theater 
and the mourning veil do not go together. 
People in the theater will nudge each other 
and make unkind remarks.” 

Mme. Hunt declared that while a funeral 


is in progress the widow should wear her 


veil one-half draped. After the funeral she 
should remove it from over her face. 

ou may wonder,“ she declared. which 
will measure the sorrow of a widow most 
accurately, the mourning veil, the sad face, 
or the diamonds. The diamonds will repre- 
rent the true state of her feelings every time. 
If the vanity is there It cannot be forgotten 
even in the shadow of death. I say let the 
marks of vanity remain and discard once 
for all the signs of mourning and grief.“

TRUTH AND ERROR. 
A Cambridge Woman Writes on Chris- 
tian Science. 

Miss M. Carta Sturge (Cambridge univer- 
sity) has written “The Truth and Error of 
Christian Science ’’ (E. P. Dutton & Co.), to 
which Canon Holland of St. Paul's, London. 
has prepared an introduction. Of the truth 
Miss Sturge says that it lies in the em- 
phatic statement of the unity, the oneness 
of being, which underlies, or, as we prefer 
to put it, reveals itself to our consciousness 
as a manifold variety. The ‘Allness of God, 
Spirit,“ which is so continually enforced, is 
a doctrine which no Christian is Hkely to 
gainsay. ... There is, however, absolute- 
ly nothing new here. Christianity has al- 
ways taught it, and the aim of every ascetic 
throughout the age has been, however mis- 
taken, perhaps, as to methods, the effort to 
realize in practice the fact that spiritual 
life is the life, and should dominate the phys- 
ical, or at least make the latter play a sec- 
ondary part.’’ 

Miss Sturge holds, however, that the 


unity, though stated with force by Mes. 


Kiddy, is treated superficially in Science 
and Health,’’ and that it is gained at the 
expense of rejecting as unreal all that at 
first sight seems difficult to include within 
it.

The latest to claim 
attention is Edward Hutton’s Italy and 
the Itallans (E. P. Dutton & Co.), a vol- 
ume which in style and material is quite out 
of the beaten track of such works. It is di- 
vided into two parts, Impressions of Dtaly 
of Today and the Cities of Italy.“ In 
the first part, after theintroductory chapter, 
On the Way, there are discussed United 
Italy, II Papa-Re,’’ The House of 
Savoy,” The Socialists,’ and Literature,“ 
which last includes a long consideration of 
D' Annunzio. 

In these chapters Mr. Hutton prepares one 
for the conditions which confront the tourist 
going to Italy for the first time, gives him 


gome idea of the cleavage between church 


and state, lets him into some political infor- 
mation, and posts him as to the literature of 
the new Italy. 

After this he takes him to the leading 
cities, and in a most delightful way intro- 
duces him to the things which he most wishes 
to (or should) see. Thefe are interesting de- 
scriptions of the various orders which play 


duch important parts in the religious life 


of the country, dissertations on the different 
schools of art which have given Italy such 
distinction, and all matter of really interest- 
ing information valuable to the tourist, and 
yet not smacking of the guide book in the 
least. Appended to this are notes on Italian 
Education,“ The Army and Navy,” and 
the “ Political System,” besides an itinerary 
and a map. There are nine illustrations, 
most of them representations of notable 


works of art.

LOGGERS CRUEL TO ANIMALS. 


Chicago Woman Tells How Dumb Crea- 
tures Are Abused in the Michi- 
; gan Lumber Districts. 


Cruelty to animals, as practiced in the 
lumber districts of Michigan, is made the 
subject of a letter written by a Chicago 
woman to John G. Shortall, president of the 
Illinois Humane society. The letter follows: 

St. Ignace, Mich., March 1.—I am visiting 
my sister, who lives in St. Igmace, and am 
shocked and saddened every time I go out 
by the appalling cruelty I see on all sides. 
Poor, thin horses are flogged uphill with 
Icads they are unable to draw. and when they 
fall. as they often do, are beaten over the 
head with the heavy end of the whip. One 
man a short time ago killed his horse with 
arn ax because it could not move a load 
after being cruelly beaten. Stray starved 
dogs are met on all sides Urawing logs and 
loads of wood only fit for horses, and when 
they fall down exhausted are beaten and 
kicked until their cries nearly break my 
heart. I never was in a place in all my life 
where sucit brutality goes on daily, and no 
notice taken of it. 

When I asked if they have no laws I was 
told, ‘ Yes, but every one does as he likes 
here.’ If only I and my sister had means 
I dare say we could do much to relieve the 
poor, patient, dumb creatures. As it is, I 
have spent more than I should trying to keep 
a few dogs and cows from absolute starva- 
tion who come daily around our door. The 
cows are turned out here in winter to pick,’ 
as it is termed, but what the poor things find 
to pick is beyond me.
